During the Aberdeen typhoid outbreak the Ministry of Health issued 
a warning of the possible misk of infection from certain 6 lb. tins. of 
corned beef from a specified source. All food premises in the area were 
visited and one suspected tin was withdrawn from sale. 
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IMMUNISATION AND VACCINATION. 


For at least 17 years no diphtheria has occurred in the area 
and no case was notified in the County, but a few cases are notified 
in the Country each year. This should be a warning to parents that 
the disease could recur in this district if a high level of immunity 
is not maintained. They Should, therefore, ensure that their own 
children are protected by obtaiming the necessary inoculations from 
their family doctor or at the Infant Welfare Clinic which is held on 
alternative Wednesday's at Bethesda Chapel Vestry from 2 - 4 pem.

WATER SUPPLY. 


The supply of water in the district was, throughout the year, 
plentiful as, when the local sources of supply, Glyndraenog and 
Cwmpedol did not yield sufficient, the deficiency was supplied by the 
Loughor Joint Water Board, a bulk supply arrangement being in operatione 
The chlorination plant has worked satisfactorily, frequent samples being 
sent for bacterioligical examination so as to safeguard the health of 
consumers. Samples are submitted regularly for chemical analysis, and 
results are uniformly good. 


DRAINAGE AND SEWRRAGE,. 

The sewers have worked satisfactorily throughout the year. The 
system is by gravitation to disposal works at Garnswilt, which works 
are under the control of the Amman Valley Joint Sewerage Board. There 
is no questionmt that the sewers are sufficiently large to deal 
adequately ..with the needs of the district. The new sewage disposal 
works of the Amman Valley Joint Sewerage Board came into -operation 
during the year. Phase 1 of the new scheme, i.e. the reconstruction 
of sewers had already been carried out, so that generally speaking 
the disposal of sewage from the area is satisfactorily dealt with. 
The new works are of the Biological Aeration typéee 


RIVER POLLUTION. 

Some intermittent pollution has taken place by effluent from 
the Steer Washery and from the Neuadd Road Opencast Site. The streams 
concerned were Nant Hir and Afon Gorse respectively, both venues 
being outside the Council's area, but these streams, in turn, polluted 
the river Ammane 


The pollution was dealt. with as a matter of routine by the 
South West Wales River Board.

PUBLIC CLEANING - Dry Refuse. 

The Council undertake the removal of all dry refuse, collection 
being made by the Council lorry twice weekly from all parts of the 
district. The refuse when collected, is tipped at Glanamman Tinworks 
Site. In my opinion, steps should be taken to enforce the provision 
by householders of proper dustbins, as all kinds of insanitary 
receptacles are now used. It has always been the exception to see a 
proper convered dustbin in the street of the district, all kinds of bins, 
tin.s and buckets being used for this purpose. Under Section 75 of the 
Health Act 1936 the provision of a proper covered dustbin can be 
enforced.
